His death easts a shadow of sadness 
ever the multitude of friends and ac- 
qnaintances that Judge Hillyer ac- 
quired during his long and worthy life. 

Judge Hillyer’s life of nearly 
vears covered the most momentous pe- 


riod of American history. He was | 
opmntncint in many important events. 
He came from distinguished lineage. | 
His great uncle, from whom he go 
his name, was George Walton, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. His grandmother was 
Kathryn Carleton Freeman, wife o 
Captain Jack Freeman, of revolution- 
ary ‘ame. 

Judge Hillver often recited a story 
of hearing “Grandma Freeman” tell 
how she ‘heard 
nounce: “Cornwallis has surrendered.” 

Judge Hillyer’s outstanding quali- 
ties as a jurist and lawyer came from 
noted forebears. His grandfather, 
Robert Watkins, compiled 
digest of Georgia laws. His fathe 
Junius Hillver, was for many years 
a presiding judge on the circuit about 
Athens—in fact, as a boy, he accom- 
panied his father to many of the 
mountain towns in the saddle bag and 
staze coach days. 

Judge Hillyer’s father served four 
years in congress and was solicitor 
of the United States treasury. He 
died at the age of 79. The judge was 
born in Athens, Ga., on March 17, 
1835. 

Judge Hillyer’s -uricle, John F. 
Hillyer, died at age 89, after serving 
4} years as a Baptist minister, An- 
other uncle, Shaler Granby Hillyer, 
died at the age of 91. He was the 
first professor of physics at Mercer 
university and was an active Baptist 
minister for 68 years.

He declared that since the sun spots 
are on the increase they could hardly 
have brought about both an unusually 
cool August and a torrid September. 

Another time-honored theory con- 
cerning equinoxial storms is scouted 
by the weatherman here, who pointed 
out that no di8turbance attended the 
sun's passage over the equator on Sep- 
tember 23 last. Mr. von Herrmann 
says that the records at the local bu- 
reau covering a period of the past 50 
years ‘veal no unusually bad weather 
conditions at either the fall or spring 
equinoxes.

This makes it necessary to ship 
a part of the north Georgia crops to 
the Carolina markets. Before tobacco 
can be suld on the Carolina markets 
to advantage, it must be graded and 
tied in hands.

Buyers Needed. 

“For a project of this kind to be 
successful it would require adequate 
financing by! organizations or groups 
of individuals. It would also be nec- 
essary for tobaceo manufacturers to 
agree to send buyers to the proposed 
market. Manufacturers are usually, 
reticent to send buyers to a new mar- 
ket. Farmers who are contemplating 
growing tobacco would do well to ob- 
tain full knowledge of the require- 
ments of the crop. before deciding 
whether to try it out. It should be 
remembered that, as with any of our 
crops, there are good years and had 
years. Some years the season is un- 
favorable and some years we will bave 
over-production. 

“Many north Georgia counties 
which have not been named have 
small areas of suitable tobacco land, 
but many of them do not have enough 
,to make community production prae- 
tical. 

“The Georgia State College of 
Agriculture has ccllected information 
on growing and fertilizing tobaeco 
which has been helpful to those who 
have used it. ‘This information is 
published in bulletin form and may he 
obtained from the county agent or by 
writing the college direct.”

Aside from the big- 
ger monev that reverts to the cham- 
pions m the world series. the Babe is 
eager to tie the mark of three hom- 
ers in a game he set against St. Louis 
last year and incidentally establish a 
mark for series homers that may stand 
for all time. 

Ruth is not at all certain of the 
permanency of any of his records, 

After the game today in which the 
Yanks won, 4 to 3, closing the season 
with 110 victories and a percentase 
of .714,"itself a new American league 
record, Ruth pointed to Lou Gehrig. 

“I don’t know whether the boys will 
remember me or not after that Bozo 
gets going.”

And Gehrig is 
thoroughly occidental. 

It was Lou who supplied excitement 
today, however. when he hit his 47th 
of the vear in the first inning, scoring 
Mark Koenig and Ruth ahead of bim.

confidence in real estate values by a) 
return to fundamental principles. The | 


‘* Joss of confidence referred to was 
brought about largely by high pres- 
sure selling methods used in subdi- 
vision markets; the system originated 
. jn Califorina; it was transplanted to 
-’ Florida, where it flourished for awhile 
then ended fatally. 

High-pressure salesmen trained in 


‘the Florida subdivision markets drift- | 
ed northward, invading cities where | 


real estate selling had followed more 
conservative lines. These high-pres- 
sure salesmen thought that all they 
had to do was to go into an old-line 
real estate office in some conservative 
city, institute “pep” meetings, adopt 
sidgans and become “go-getters.” To 
the satisfaction of many old-line ex- 
perienced real estate salesmen who 
have made a study of values in their 
particular section, these high-pressure 
selling methods have practically. fad- 
ed out, passing away into a deserved 
oblivion. The conservative realtor still 
survives, and is endeavoring to serve 
with intelligent effort his clients and 
customers. 


In boom markets no judgment what- | 


ever is needed, and no intelligent re- 
lection is required; one may shut !is 
eves, buy anything and resell at a 
profit... After the boom dies ox. dif- 
ferent conditions prevail; it requires 
experience, as well as intelligent study 
to make a selection of a good invest- 
‘ment. Profits may be earned even 
in a dull market, but these profits 
come as a result of careful study and 
analysis of an investment; they co 
not come by the haphazard method of 
buying anything with the hope that 
someone else will come along and 
pay a profit. 

In past times it was considered the 
proper thing for every real estate man 
ts recommend any piece of property to 
evérybody indiscriminately. Loyal- 
ty to their calling demanded this: 
one was considered a traitor who 
made a cold analysis of value and bal- 
anced an investment in real estate 
with other forms of investments. The 


slogan of a real estate man in boom, 


times is this: “If you do not buy 
from me, buy from someone else; but 
any real estate you buy will make 
you a profit.” Such a broad state- 
ment has more the semblance of a 
conspiracy than the likeness of an 
intelligent and careful. selection by 
an experienced and well-informed 


broker, seeking to give proper ad- 
vice to a client. 

A new element is entering into the 
so-called science of real estate: a 
national movement is on foot that 
counsels the buyer in a way just the 
opposite of the one outlined above. 
Iieal estate men are now endeavoring 
to bring their calling up to the stand- 
ard of a profession; one of the funda- 
mental principles now is, consult an 
experienced broker before buying. The 
‘best advice any real estate broker can 
give his client is to tell him that 
dealing in real estate is a business 
requiring long experience and train- 
ing in the actual market, it requires 
expert knowledge of values and the 
technique. of handling transactions. 

One of the best movements that has 
taken place in recent years is the dis- 
position .on the part of investment 
buyers to have expert appraisals made 
before purchasing. Many large cor- 
porations will not buy any parcel of 
real estate even for actual use with- 
out hving what is known as an offi- 
cial appraisal made; that is, an ap- 
praisal made by experienced brokers 
other than the one endeavoring to 
make the sale. Corporations and 
business houses which own real es- 
tate have careful appraisals made of 
their holdings once a year so as 
keep fictitious valuations off their 
books. 

It would be a good practice for 
nonresident buvers before venturing 
into a real estate deal in any city, 
to have an official appraisal made of 
the property about to be acquired. 
There are cases of nonresidents who 
have traded for apartment houses, and 
found out after it was too late that 
values had been largely overestimat- 
ed, that the earnings did not come 
up to the expecied amount. A care- 
ful analysis of such property 
by a group of competent and experi- 
enced real estate men would have pre- 
vented any such. mistake. Careful 
valuations result in good trades for 
both parties to. a transaction, and 
tend to restore confidence. Fictitious 
valuations would only mislead both 
parties and tend to bring discredit 
upon real estate investments. 

Summing up the situation as it ap- 
pears today in the real estate market, 
there is no room whatever for the 
high-pressure salesman of former 
years. This is a selective market 
which calls for salesmen with long 
experience, good judgment and a sound 
knowledge of the property being sold. 
The buyer of today is a student of 
values and in order to appeal to him 
the real estate man must present facts 
and not fancies.

The High Post of President. 

The president of the United States 
is the highest executive officer among 
the nations and has more real power 
than any other man, perhaps, exce~t 
Mussolini, the practical dictator of 
Italy. 

This country has a constitution of 
government, which is the supreme law. 
that creates the post of president and 
defines the duties of the incumbent. 
When a president is elected by the 
people and assumes the office he takes 
an oath, as follows: 


“I do solemnly swear for affirm) 
that I will faithfully, execute the office 
of president of the United States, and 
will, to the best of my ability, pre- 
serve, protect and defend the constitu- 
tion of the United States.” 

Whatever implications and obliga- 
tions are contained in those words— 
preserve, protect, defend—devolve 
upon the president from the moment 
that he makes that oath. 


In order that he may carry out that 
oath he is given the plenary powers of 
the people’s government, as supplied 
to him by their congress, even to mak- 
ing him commander-in-chief of the 
army and navy. 

While he occupies his post and 
wields its powers he is practically the 
ruler of the course of the republic and 
is responsible to the people for the 
preservation of the union, the estab- 
lishment of justice, the insurance of 
domestic tranquillity, for the common 
defense and the general | welfare.

The Law End of the Case. 

The president selects his attorney | 
general, who is a eabinet officer, and 
the head of the federal department of 
justice. He gives summary legal opin- 
ions to other department heads, directs 
the government's legal affairs in al 
the courts of the land, and has a 
strong say-so in the selection of 
judges, district attorneys and marshals | 
throughout the entire nation. In mat- | 
ters of law enforcement he has a pow- | 
erful position and influence. | 

The drys have not forgotten how 
they secured from President Harding 
the appointment of Harry Daugherty, 
a professed Ohio dry champion, to be 
attorney general, and how Daugherty 
double-crossed them all down the line, 
making the department of justice a 
clearing house for liquor outlaws and 
corruptionists. ; 

Therefore they fear the sort of wet 
attorney general that a wet president 
might appoint. 

The drys also know that within the 
next several years at least two justices 
of the supreme court of the nation will ' 
either retire or die, and that the selec- 
tion of two wet-minded justices in 
their places would change the present 
dry majority of that court into a wet 
majority.

The entire Old Testament vas writ- 
ten in Hebrew «xcept a few chapters 
in the Book of Daniel. which were 
written in Aramaic. Our Lord spoke 
in Aramaic. but unfortunately we have 
no gospels in that tongue. The whole 
of the New Testament was written in 
Greek. The earliest translation of the 
Old Testament was the Septnagint. a 
Greek version completed during the 
second century of the Christian era. 

Your inquiry about the first trans- 
lations of the Bible into modern lan- 
guages other than English is fully 
answered in the article upon “Confi- 
nental Versions,” found in Volume V 
of Hasting’s Dictionary. The era of 
English versions began in the four- 
teenth century with John Wrelif. 
whose biography has just appéared 
from the accomplished pen of Dr. Her- 
bert B. Workman. | 

Before Wycliff’s time, however. vari- 
ous portions of the Scriptures had been 
translated into Anglo-Saxon and An- 
glo-Norman. Dr. Workman's conclu- 
sions are controverted by the eminent 
Roman Catholic scholar. Cardinal

roads were proceeding on a danger- 
ous course, and that if they continued 
this practice soon we would see the 
return of “the big stick” discipline of 
yore, and a revival of the public 
wrath such as disturbed the minds of 
the railroad executive a score and 
more years ago. At no time was any 
reference made as to the operating fig- 
ures such as are available to anyone 
who cares to know them, but fre- 
quently irrelevant matter was intro- 
duced to prove the point. 

For instance, impending agricultu- 
ral disaster, wrecking business, the 
abandonment of our farms, high prices 
for railroad securities were mentioned 
am’ the Pullman surcharge came in 
for an airing. Peak car loading and 
other matters were quoted freely, but’ 
never any one of these elements in 
railway operation was placed in their 
proper relationship to gross or net 
earnings. 

To mention but one: increased car 
loads of freight handled is no more 
prima facie evidence of the earning 
power of a railroad than an unusual 
price for a pound of cotton means that 
all farmers are getting rich. Some 
will and some won't. The cost of 
carrying the freight and the cost of 
producing the cotton govern the re- 
sult. 

It is no uncommon phenomena that 
when there is discovered the presence 
of an unpleasant social or economic 
fact, which calls for a convenient 
scapegoat, the most extraordinary and 
fantastic reasons are agsigned to the 
cause, while the simplest and most 
obvious causes which contribute to 
the disorder are overlooked or entirely 
ignored. : 

The present railroad controversy is 
no exception. We search every where 
for ammunition to- assail the roads 
and turn handsprings through a maze 
of conjecture; bring up a formidable 
array of proofs that prove nothing ; 
hunt with the dogs and run with the 
hares, committing political-economic 
bigamy, when our fancy leads us from 
the peaceful pursuits of conservative 
ideals to the excesses of socialism and 
return, to attain our end.

Farm as an 
Aid to the Farmer 


the 


Editor Constitution: What will 
electrification of the farms mean to 
the farmers and to agriculture? And 
what practical method can be de- 
veloped for bringing -electric service 
to the farm? 

Dr. E. A. Stewart, professor of ag- 
ricultural engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, has made an ex- 


tensive investigation of this. subject 
and is largely responsible for the 
progress that has been made in Minne- 
sota and adjoining states in electrifica- 
tion of rural sections and farms. In 
the south, Professor M. J. Funchess, 
director of the experiment station at 
Auburn, Ala., and Dr. J. 8. Thomas, 
director of the extension service at the 
University of Alabama, have made 
some very comprehensive investiga- 
tions in cooperation with the Alabama 
Power company, with the result that 
about 500 farmers are receiving elec- 
tric service. 

At the present time it might be 
said that the majority of farmers want 
electricity primarily for lighting, but, 
as it is definitely known, the cost of 


serving widely-scattered farms with 
electric service simply for lighting 
would be very expensive and in some 
cases. prohibitive. Therefore, the 
question to solve is: How can a farm- 
er use electricity so as to make it 
earn its cost? 

It is a well-known fact that the 


larger the quantity of electricity used 
by the consumer, the cheaper the rate 


per kilowatt hour, but unless the 
farmer can earn or save its value by 
its use, it is not an economical propo- 
sition to use electric service. or in- 
stance, it wofild not be considered 
economy to install a milking apparatus 
for one or two cows, while it would be 
economical and the electric service 
earn its cost, if applied to the milking 
to a large herd of cows. The same 
would be true in installing apparatus 
for cutting and grinding feed for live 
stock. It is economy for a large num- 
ber of cattle, but not for a few. 

There are many uses for electricity 
on farms, in addition to the above, 
such as thrashing, hoisting hay, pump- 
ing water for livestock and irrigation, 
separating cream, fanning mill for 
small seed, incubation, brooding, re- 
frigeration, operating saws, etc. In 
the house there are many additional 
uses for electricity, such as the elec- 
trie iron, electric ranges, curling irons, 
fans, vacuum cleaners, washing ma- 
chines, dishwashers, sewing machines, 
etc. It is necessary in many cases 
for the farmer to change his methods 
of doing work if he is to realize full 
benefits of electrification. 

While it is very desirable and per- 
haps necessary that the electric service 
used on the farm should actually earn 
its cost, it is only right that considera- 
tion should be given to the comfort 
and pleasure that the farmer and his 
family derive from such service. 

Another benefit that agriculture will 


derive from electric service is that 


more and more of the young people | 


will remain on the farms and take up 
agriculture as their vocation. 

As Dr. Stewart bas stated, electrici- 
ty at low energy rates will not alone 
solve the problems of rural electrifica- 
tion, for while low rates may result 
in‘ increased energy consumption, they 
do not result necessarily in profitable 
consumption.

Invites Distrust of All Law 


Editor Constitution: All good citi-pleads former jeopardy, and escapes 


zens indorse the strong editorials in 
The Constitution against crime, and 
its vigorous editorial appeals for 
prompt and diligent enforcemert of 
the law, and for speedy punishment 
of the guilty. 

What should we do? What can 
we do to accomplish this end? ’ 

We certainly need some radical 
changes in criminal procedure. 

Justice is delayed by its many es- 


apes. 

When the prisoner is apprehended 
it takes teo long to bring him to 
trial. 

There are too many continuances. 
The leading counsel for the defense 
is sick, or his wife or child is sick, 
and need his personal attention. The 
accused cannot go safely to trial with- 
out him.

What Some States Do. 

A few months ago a man in Mil- 
waukee killed his wife. He was in- 
dicted by the grand jury, tried, con- 
victed and sentenced before his mur- 
dered wife wus buried. 

What do you know about that? 

In Wisconsin a verdict by twelve 
jurors is not required; a verdict ren- 
dered by ten jurors acquits or con- 
victs. 

In that state a judgment on con- 
viction of a felony will not be re 
versed, or set aside, because of the 
absence of the prisoner when the ver- 
dict is received and read in c irt. 
What reasonable objection can be 
urged against a verdict of guilty or 
ac,uittal, rendered by ten jurors. 

This would often prevent a mis- 
carriage of justice. A verdict of nine, 
or three-fourths of the jury, mic:t 
be better. When a unanimous ver- 


dict is not required there is less op- 

portunity to tamper with the jury. 
As the law now stands one juror 

can force a mistrial, when the evi- 


dence overwhelmingly proves the gujlt 
of the accused. 

May I call attention to a murder 
case tried many years ago? The ac- 
cused was fir: tried in his home coun- 
ty. A mistrial was declared.- A 
change of yenue was granted. The cir- 
cuit judge being disqualified, the case 
was tried before Judge John L. Hop- 
kins. I was clerk of the superior 
court at the time. 

A verdict of voluntary manslaughter 
was rendered, with a recommendation 
to mercy. The presiding judge lectur- 
ed the jury and discharged them in- 
stanter. 

I remember verbatim the first 40 
words uttered by the judge in passing 
the sentence. Hesaid: ‘You are the 
most fortunate man I ever saw in a 
courthouse. The jury has recommend- 
ed you to the mercy «. the court. I 
sentence you to the penitentiary for 20 
vears, the full extent of the law.” 
Then he added, substantially, if no‘ 
word for word: “A man was tried 
before ae in my court a few months 
ago on an indictment for murder. He

L. Smith of Nashville. the general 
field agent in charge of the 14 
southern states Mr- Smith tfs a 
southern man, and A.B. graduate of 
Southwestern Presbyterian Univer- 
sity, which was formerly located at 
Clarksville and is now located at 
Memphis. He took his master’s 
degree at George Peabody’ College 
of Nashville and did further grad- 
uate work, specializing in school- 
house planning, and work in rural 
school administration at the Unis 
versity of Chicago and Harvard. 


Smith Builds Many Schools, 


1920. Mr. Smith was working 
for the General Education Board, 
assigned to the state department 
of education of Tennessee. Through 
Dr. Abraham Flexner and Dr. Wal- 
lace Butterick of the General Edu- 
cation Board, Mr. Rosenwald 
learned of Mr. Smith's spécializa- 
tion in schoolhouse planning. He 
engaged him at once to take charge 
of the Rosenwald fund in the 
South. At that time only 640 schools 
had been built, costing $1,343,509. In 
the past seven years of Mr- Smith's 
work a tota!] of 3.272 buildings have 
been erected, and high tribute to 
the work of Mr. Smith is paid by 
Mr. Rosenwald. 

Several times each vear Mr. 
Smith pays a visit to Mr. Rosen- 
wald- in Chicago, to make a report 
and also to have his budget for the 
ensuing year approved. 


“Mr- Rosenwald has never yet 
cut down a budget,” Mr. Smith told 
me the other day in Nashville. 
“Many times he has added to the 
budget but he has never yet cut 
off a penny. There hasn't been a 
time when the states have not had 
as much money as they could wise- 
ly use,

Shelby county, Tennessee, 
has more Rosenwald schools than 
any other county in the South, and 
one school in ‘hat county is named 
in honor of Mr. Rosenwald’s wife, 
Augusta Rosenwald.

The thirteenth anniversary of the 
‘Annie Crusoe club of the Central Pres- 
\ byterian church will be celebrated by }

&. W. The club was founded in 1914 
by Mrs. R. D. Crusoe for whom it was 
named, and sponsored by the members 
of the Young Women’s Bible class, of 
which she was the belored president.

a boarding home for young business 
women and college students and has 
been self-sustaining from the begin- 
ning.

With the ex- 
ception of the servants, the matron is 
the only salarial worker. The club 
has taken part in benevolences, con- 
tributing to the Community Chest and 
to the Columbia seminary. 

Under all circumstances the money 
eollected from the girls for board has 
heen made to take care of expenses. 
All money gifts, however small, have |. 
been placed in the brilding fund which 
the club has maintained for the pur- 
pose of purchasing a home: 

In 1925 this biilding fund reached 
the sum of something over $5,000 when 
it was almost doubled by the generous 
gift of $5,000 from the late Mrs. Mary 
V. Egan. affectionately known as the 
mother of the Central Presbyterian 
Sunday school. A few months follow- 
img. with the addition of a small loan 
which has since been paid, the club 
was able to purchase the building 
which it now occupies on Washington 
street. Another building fund has 
since heen started and the club is look- 
ing forward to a more suitable and 
modern home. 

There are 38 girls in the home under 
the eare of Mrs. J. S. Paisley, who is 
devoted to the girls and their interests.

Youth, Refusing to Talk, is freed in 
Slaying of Father—Ycurg Dillon, 
Now in Prison, a Spoiled Child 


HO killed Dr. William A. 
Dillon, once great athlete of 
St. Louis? 
Justice cannot answer 
mi that. For a time the law 
ees) held Edward G. Dillon, way- 
ward young son of the murdered 
man, but.when the boy closed his 
mouth justice came to a _ standstill. 
Young Dillon refused to tell where 
he had been the night his father was 
killed, and nothing apparently could 
be done about it. A coroner’s jury 
ruled the evidence against him insuf- 
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ficient and the suspect was released= 


From beginning to end, the story 
of the Dillons is a story of over-in- 
dulgence and its consequences. For 
Dr. Dillon the consequence was 
death; for Edward Dillon a career in 
crime culminating in jail, and for the 
mother loneliness and lasting sorrow. 

% * * * 


Early in the morning of May 1, 
1925, an employee of Washington 
university, St. Louis, came upon the 
body of a well-dressed middle-aged 
man lying on the cinder running track 
of Francis field.~ The man had been 
killed by a bullet fired into his head 
below the right ear, at close range, 
and had also been shot in the left 
knee. The body was still warm. 

Immediately, from cards and let- 
ters in the man’s’ pocket, he was 
identified as Dr. William 4. Dillon, 
once a famous athlete in St. Louis. 
lyr. Dillon had had a notorious career, 
both professionally and domestically, 
and to the police it was not wholly 
surprising that this career had ended 
in his death at the hands of an enemy. 


The automobile gates to the ath- 
letic stadium had been locked, it de- 
veloped, indicating that Dillon had 
either been lured to the scene by 
some one he knew or had been killed 
elsewhere and the body carried into 
the field. This latter theory was 
abandoned when the police found a 
.38 caliber revolver cartridge, the 
caliber of the bullet which killed the 
man, not far from the body. 


The Family History. 


There, briefly are the facts of the 
murder discovery and first investiga- 
tion. The body had apparently not 
been disturbed after the fatal shot was 
fired, and the physician’s personal ef- 
fects, including a small sum of 
money, were found in his pockets. 
Now let us go back to the storv of 
the Dillon family as it stond hefo 
the murder. 

It is not a/pleas- 
ant story hécause, 
very often Bill Dil- 
lon was not a 
pleasant person. 
He was known as 
a man of quick 
temper, always 
ready to ,fight on 
the slightest provo- 
cation. This ten- 
dency was _§ fre- 
quently aggravated 
by drink. He lived 
at a hectic pace, 
and his activities 
again and again 
brought him into 
trouble with the 
police. 

In his. college 
days, true enough 
Dillon was a shining light. tc piay- 
ed football at St. Louis university and 
was a member of one of the best 
hockey teams that institution ever 
turned out. He also starred. on the 
athletic teams at Washington univer- 
sity, where he took his medical 
course. 

The field of medicme, however, 
did not gain any ‘particular luster 
from Bill Dillon. During 24 years of 
practice in St. Louis he figured. in 
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The late Dr. Edward G. Dillon 


numerous brawls and_ disturbances 
and on several occasions was charg- 
ed with performing illegal operations, 
though he was never convicted of 
these charges. His father was the late 
Judge Daniel Dillon. 
Temperamentally, he was one of 
those men of whom we say “He 
never should have married.”’ Unfor- 
tunately, such men do marry.  Dil- 


lon, early in his.career, married Anna. 


Homeyer, an exceedingly attrac- 
tive young woman, but his un- 
governable temper and dissolute 
ways made their life a constant 
torment. Wealth was theirs but 
not contentment. , 


There was born a son, Ed- 
ward, who is today an inmate of 
Sing Sing prison, serving a sen-. 
tence of six to twelve years for 
robbery. ay 

Toddy Dillon, ag he was call- 
ed, had every advantage—if 
they may be called advantages 


—that money can supply. From 


all the evidence, he was a 
spoiled child if ever there was 
one. He had his own way almost 
from infancy, while during’ the 
formative vears of his high school 
days the domestic differences of his 
parents served only the more to in- 
fluence him for the worse. 


Laughed at Authority. 


Did he want something 
his mother thought he 
Should not have, he would 
go to his father and it 
would be given to him. 

Had his’ father done 

something to displease 

him, he went to his

When he entered Soldan high 
school young Dillon was already, in

Arrogant, rather good-looking, he 
naturally appealed to the young flap- 
pers, and the older ones, too. He had 
the reputation of being able to get 

“ay with anything. 

For! his mother life 
consisted almost entire- 
ly in dealing with out- 
raged victims of. the 
boy’s extravagant, will- 
ful activities. These in- 
cluded: school authori- 
ties, policemen, parents 
of other children, con- 
ductors, night watch- 
men and any number of 
others. She was his buf- 
fer and his’ bulwark. 
With her money and her 

tears she saved him 
again and again. 

Thus very early 
Edward _. Dillon 
grew contemptuous 
of authority. 

Three years ago, 
when Toddy was 


17, the long siege of trouble in the~ 


Dillon home culminated in Mrs. Dil- 
lon’s suit for divorce. She won easily 
enough and was given custody of her 
son. After that Bill Dillon was often 
seen in the company of attractive 
young women, while his son follow- 
ed, at a discreet distance, in his steps. 
All in all, the two men were much 
alike. 

In 1924 young Dillon was charged 
in a warrant with first degree rob- 


bery. He was a high school fraternity 
brother of George Wesley Bennett, 
who was killed by a city detective 
after having committed four highway 
robberies with a companion im a 
stolen automobile. ; 

The warrant was issued on sus- 
picion that Toddy was the other rob- 
ber, vo aad run awev ven the de- 
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Edward G. (Toddy) Dillon 


teclive opened fire. No evidence to 
support this was found and the case 
was dismissed. 

“They have a fat chance of get- 
ting anything on me,” said Toddy, 
airily. ‘‘They never have yet and 
they never will.” 

Which brings us again to the mur- 
der of Dr. Dillon. 


What Probe Developed. 

In tracing the murdered man’s 
actions the previous evening the po- 
lice learned he had taken a young 
woman to a moving picture show. 
She was questioned, but not detained 
after she proved Dr. Dillon had left 
her at her home shortly before 11 
p. m. 

As a matter of routine, then, the 
police investigation turned toward 
Edward Dillon. And here is what the 
investigation disclosed: 

Toddy had enterec St. Louis uni- 
versity and then taken a notion he 
preferred the Kansas State univer- 
sity at Lawrence, Kansas. Why he 
preferred the latter school could 
readily be deduced—he would be 
away from home and its restrictions, 
such as they were. Life, he knew, 
would be freer. 

To gain admission to the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, however, it was 
necessary to have certain credits. 
Young Dillon produced the credits 
and he was admitted, though not for 
long, for the school authorities pres- 
ently discovered that the papers had 
been forged. He was expelled. 


He was expelled, but the police 
learned that he had never told his 
mother. Obviously, had he done this, 
he would have had to go back home. 
He preferred fo remain at his campus 
boarding house in Lawrence, to en- 
joy life there as a free spending young 


ne’er-do-well. His associates envied, 
his freedom and his large allowance, 
but predicted he would run_ into 
something serious some day. 

He had a Sort of bent for lawless- 
ness, they agreed. His life was too 
idle to be wholesome. 

Keeping His Moth Shut. 

The police learned that Toddy 
Dillon had been absent from his 
boarding house at the time of the 
murder, returning late the next day. 
They.learned he had purchased a .38 
caliber revolver from a pawnbroker 
shortly before. They learned that 
Dr. Dillon had carried insurance pol- 
icies in favor of his son to the amount 
of $25,000. 

And when they questioned the 
youth he told them they had nothing 
on him and closed his lips! 

“Where were you the night your 
father was killed?” they asked. 

“Where I was that night is my 
wn business,” he replied. His lips 
curled contemptuously. Though the 
police tried for hours to break down 
his resistance, the most they could 
get was the statement: 

“If it comes tO a question of hang- 
ing for the death of my father, thea 
iy talk.” 

According to Prosecuting Attorney 
Mueller, Toddy Dillon was the smart- 
est prisoner he had ever questioned. 
All the tricks of cross-examination 
coutd make no headway against the 
youth’s persistent silence. The prose- 
cutor tried threats, and the suspect 
laughed at him. He tried promises of 

compromise, and again Dil- 
lon laughed. 

“You can’t get anything 
on me,” he said. 

To make matters all the 
more suspicious, it was re- 
vealed also that Mrs. Dillon 
had engaged counsel for 
Toddy six days before he 
was arrested! 

(Questioned about this peculiar cir- 
cumstance, Mrs. Dillon explained that 
her son had had so much trouble with 
the police she wanted to be prepared 
in case anything happened. Beyond 
that she would say nothing. The 
prosecutor felt that he was very close 
to solving the mystery, but he could 
make not the slightest headwav to- 
ward getting anything but circumstan- 
tial evidence against Toddy Di!'on. 

At the inquest a loan shop pro- 
prietor of Lawrence testified that be- 
tween 9 and 10 a. m., April 29, the 
day before the murder, he sold young 
Dillon.a .38 caliber revolver which 
carried a peculiar cartridge. A hard- 
ware dealer whose store was next to 
the loan shop testified he and _ his 
clerk at about the same time the 
same morning sold $1.10 worth of 
.38 caliber cartridges to a young man 
who wanted them to fit a revolver he 
had in his possession.

Nothing to Say. 


“Was this the young man who 
bought a revolver from you?” ‘Muel- 
ler asked the dealer, pointing out Dil- 
lon. The witness said he was. 

Mueller asked the hardware dealer 
if he could identify Dillon as _ the 
young man who had bought the car. 
tridges. The witness said he could 
not, but that he had seen the face be- 
fore. 

The woman boarding house keeper 
said she saw Dillon there April 27 or 
28 and had not seen him again until 
the day after the murder. Four ether 
witnesses testified they saw young 
Dillon in St. Louis in the afternoon 
and early evening of April 30, the 
night of the crime.

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Resort Costing Many Millions to Occupy Site of Famous 
Old Spa of Aristocracy of Ante-Bellum South 
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BY FRANCIS M. LE MAY. 


PAR Ya] ESTLING in the foothills of 
aH} Appalachians in northern 
Alabama, amid the lofty 
cliffs which rear in majestic 
beauty from the shore of 
Lake Wilson, there may be 
found today the ruins of Bailey 
Springs, a resort famous for nearly a 
century throughout the states of the 
south. 

But, like the other portions of the 
south, “Bailey” also is destined to 
rejuvenation and to become as in for- 
mer days the mecca of southern aris- 
tocracy seeking pleasure or restora- 
tion of health. 

And so, the few remaining build- 
ings of the old Bailey Springs are be- 
ing torn away to make space for the 
new, with the single exception of the 
rustic cottage which was reserved a 
quarter of a century ago for the use 
of United States Senator John T. 
Morgan, one of the outstanding 
statesman the south has produced in 
the past half century. 

* R ok % ‘ 

A veil of romance envelops the 
story of the ante-bellum resort at 
Bailey Springs and its history as it 
continued to more recent years. This 
story of the old southern health-re- 
storing playground comes to the pres- 
ent day and generation with a back- 
ground of more than a hundred years 
and hallowed by time. 

Its early history and later decad- 
ence, when reflected against the pres- 
ent developmert which is to realize 
one of \the most magnificent spas in 
America, is suggestive of the tradi- 
tion of Rip Van Winkle. 

The new spa, the construction of 
which is to eventually involve the ex- 
penditure of $15,000,000, will be a 
reincarnation of the dream of Jona- 
than Richard Bailey, who founded the 
resort in 1820, the year after Ala- 
bama was taken into the union of 
States. Bailey moved to Bailey 
Springs during the year 1808, and ac- 
cording to the provisions of the home- 
stead act, was granted a title to the 
property in 1818. 

The story is told that one of his 
slaves, whose cabin was quite a dis- 
tance from the springs, was taken ill 
of leprosy, and the Bailey household 
became alarmed. But Jonathan 
Bailey took charge of the situation, 
and: had this slave removed to a hut 
a few miles down the creek. The af- 
flicted. negro was made to bathe in 
alum water from the Alum Springs 
each day, and was given water to 
drink from the Rock Spring. It is 
handed down in the legend that the 
slave was cured, and returned to his 
old place in the field with the other 
negroes. 

Shortly afterwards Bailey started 
the promotion of the Bailey Springs 
resort. The ante-bellum spa soon be- 
came one of the great playgrounds of 
the southland, fer the resort was 
favorable to recreation as well as to 
health. 

*K * 

It was not many years until the re- 
sort became the summer-time mecca 
for the aristocracy of the south. 
Weary statesmen found at Bailey 
Springs a retreat for rest and renewed 
strength, and holders of large planta- 
tions sought out the -resort  play- 
ground for the summer’s departure 
from the monotony of production and 
commerce. 

By the advent of the year 1860 the 
Bailey Springs resort had reached its 
majority, so to speak, and its place 
among the health and recreational in- 
Stitutions of the nation had become 
established.

day might well avail themselves of 
the old Bailey Springs arrangement 
for a pattern, so perfect was the func- 
tioning of each appointment. 

The reportoire of building on the 
resort properties was of such array: 
ball room, dining room, bar room, 
family residence, Office Row, Flor- 
ence row, Memphis row, Mississippi 
row, club house, billiard room, spring 
houses, bowling alleys, and also num- 
erous log cabins for private families. 
The names of the rows of hotel apart- 
ments came from the home state or 
home town of the guests most regu- 
larily occupying these suites. 

Two stage coaches and eight car- 
riages operated between’ Bailey 
Springs and Florence, Alabama, which 
village was nine miles distance. Flor- 
ence was at that time one of the term- 
inals of the Star Route coach line, 
the official carrier of United States 
mail. Batley Springs had one of the 
finest stables in the south having 175 
coach horses available to the resort 
guests. 

ok * * ze * 

Then came the civil war! Federal 
troops invaded the seclusion of the 
south’s most peaceful and quiet-lov- 
ing retreat. Devastation followed. 
The buildings were mutilated, the 
stage coaches and carriages were 
beaten to splinters and the coach 
horses were driven away. The in- 
vading troops moved on, leaving the 
old resort wrecked. 


The last cannonade had hardly re- 
sounded over the southland from the 
Richmond battlefield before Bailey 
Springs began to emerge again into 
eminence. But the south was left im- 
poverished by the war, and like hun- 
dreds of other southern. enterprises, 
the Bailey Springs resort passed 
through its stage of decadence. 

Bailey Springs was sold-in 1899 to 
B. B. Shane, a prominent Florence 
merchant. During the time that Mr. 
Shane owned the resort it was con- 
ducted in the order of former years. 
In only a few months’ time, however, 
the Bailey Springs properties were 
purchased by James Kilburn, also of 
Florence, and Mr. Kilburn in turn sold 
to H. C. Williamson, of Memphis, 
Tenn. Mr. Williamson gave the man- 
agement of the resort to his brother- 
in-law, F. H. Hatch, whose home at 
that time was Houston, Texas. Un- 
der Mr. Hatch’s management the re- 
sort attained a degree of prestige 
which transcended all former distinc- 
tions. 

* * * 2 * 
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With the next turn of a page in the 
picture book, we have the climax of 
the resort’s social and intellectual re- 
nown of almost a century. We have 
before us the visit during 1904 and 
1905 of John Tyler Morgan, senior 
Alabama senator, celebrated for his 
efforts in behalf of the inter-oceanic 
canal and for his speeches on Cuban 
independence. 


Senator Morgan found a quiet sum- 
mer time retreat for his declining 
years at Bailey Springs. He was ac- 
companied to the resort by his two 
daughters, Misses Mary and Anna 
Morgan, and the three were accom- 
modated at a private cottage a little 
way from the hotel. 

This small cottage, which has been 
preserved by the new Bailey Springs 
Development company, may well be 
called the birthplace of the great 
Muscle Shoals development, for it was 
in- the quiet of evenings there that 
Senator Morgan dreamed of the fu- 
ture of the Tennessee valley, and pre- 
pared his first brief on the hydro- 
electric power possibilities of the 
rapids of the Tennessee river at 
Muscle Shoals. This brief was used 
in his fight on the floor of congress 
for an appropriation sufficient to 
finance the sounding of the Tennes- 
see river bed. He gained the appro- 
priation, and in that event, the first 
victory was won in the Muscle Shoals 
fight, over which continued conten- 
tion there is a national issue today.

The property was again sold in 
1912 and the resort began to waste 
away. This was quickened by the 
breaking up of the property among 
Several individual owners in 1914.

Are they merely a form of words, 
glib on the tongue but essentially 
vacuous of meaning and sense? = In 
this very interesting volume many of 
these current utterances that pass for 
the quintessence of wisdom are put 
to the test of reason, and, of course, 
found to be quite destitute of truth 
as well as verging upon the ludicrous 
and the inane. To read these brief 
chapters will help toward the slough- 
ing off of many a “foolish notion.” 

The volume discusses some twen- 
tv-eight popular sayings such as 
‘Love is blind,” “‘silence is golden” 
and ‘‘all men are liars’? and exposes 
their fallacy. 

To take a popular saying that has 
been accepted for generations as a 
crystal of wisdom and to disclose the 
fallacy that lies hidden in it, and 
therefore to make it out a delusion 
and a snare, is to exercise a real and 
rare gift. This Dr. Smith has done 
in a fashion that is at once revealing 
and informing. The materials here- 
in contained have appeared within a 
recent period in seventy daily papers 
of this country.

The author makes clear the wide 
difference between disbelieving the 
Bible and declining an ultra-conserva- 
ative interpretation thereof. He is 
sanely _and spiritually progressive. 

“Echoes and Memories,” by Bram- 
well Booth.

_ We have in this volume the thrill- 
ing experience of a great leader in the 
Salvation Army. The author de- 
scribes his father, William Booth, the 
founder of the Salvation Army as 
possessing a passionate benevolence 


whose heart was a bottomless well of 
compassion, a temperamental sim- 
plicity, which was very frank and im- 
politic, and a granite and superlative 
will. 

The history of the Salvation Army 
is full of intense interest and thrill. 
William Booth reluctantly separated 
from the Methodist church because 
of the irregularity of his proceedings. 
The army rose from obloquy and 


persecution to a place of honor, when 


Bramwell Booth was given recogni- 
tion in his army uniform at the coro- © 
nation of King Edward VII. 


The early opposition to the army 
was even more pronounced on the 
part of churchmen than from _ the 
rough element of saloon bums. 


The Episcopal church at first of- 
fered bitter opposition, and after- 
wards when the army had come into 
a place of honor and recognition, the 
church sought an alliance with the 
army. 

The army was encouraged in its 
earlier stages by the championship of 
preachers, like Spurgeon and Parker. 

Through the-assistance of W. T. 
Stead the fearless fighter, the army 
influenced the improvement of the 
criminal law in throwing stronger 
protection about the defenseless 
young girls. 


Statesmen like Asquith and Glad- 
stone were sympathetic with the work 
of the army. 

Cecil Rhodes in his gruff way ex- 
pressed commendation of the army. 
H. G. Wells was emphatic in his ap- 
proval of the spiritual ministry of the 
army. 

The author near the close of the 
volume reviews his controversial tilt 
with Herbert Spencer. 

An interesting incident in the his- 
tory of the Salvation Army was the 
gradual discarding of the sacrament 
and the assuming of the Quaker po- 
sition.

tention to the suspected youth. What 
had he to say about this imposing pile 
of evidence against him?

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Famous Monuments | Totem Poles | By Hendrik Van Loon 
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Color Instructions 


The last time I told you something about 
colors. Now I will add a few words about 
brushes. 


Therefore, whatever you do, wash your 
brushes and wash them thoroughly.

As for the totem-poles which you are sup- 
posed to color today, they were made of carved 
wood and carved wood, as a rule, is a darkish 
brown. But you will have a chance to vary the 
different shades of brown by following the in- 
structions of the color chart which I gave you 
last week. 

The foreground being grass, is green and the 
‘lowers you can make anything you want. The 
river, | would suggest, you had better make blue. 
That leaves a white space between the green fore- 
ground and the blue of the river. If you don’t 
like such white spaces, fill this one with a lighter 
shade of green and make your foreground darker. 


The mountains on the other side of the river 
can be indicated by a greenish or brownish line 
along the top.

HE totem pole is a strange sort of a 
monument with which most of us 
are familiar, because so many of 
the Indian tribes which inhabited 
our present republic had ‘“‘totems,”’ 
and Alaska was full of ‘‘totem 
poles’? which curious tourists then bought 
or stole and carried to the furthermost cor- 
ners of the earth. | 


Incidentally the whole subject of ‘‘to- 
tems” and “totemism”’ is one of the most 
complicated on the bill-of-fare of those who 
devote their time to the studies of man’s 
primitive mind. For the “totem,” in its 
original form, was a sort of ‘‘kinship of the 
spirit”’ which bound together certain groups 
of men and women and which played quite 
as important a role in the lives of our re- 
mote forefathers as. marriage and_ in- 
heritance and family-relationship play in 
the lives of our own world. And the “‘to- 
tem” survives in so many unexpected ways 
that it would be easier to devote a whole 
hook to the subject than a page containing 
only three hundred words. 


For example, when you see the flag 
carried by as it goes to war and notice that 
the head of the flag-pole is ornamented 
with the brass emblem of an eagle, you are 
face to face with a bit of ‘“‘totemism,” as the 
eagle has been adopted as the ‘‘totem”’ of 
the people who swear allegiance to the 
constitution of the United States. And 
when you hear that our Jewish neighbors 


are not permitted to eat ‘‘pork’” you run.

ship,’”’ for the pig was a sacred animal to the 
original Hebrew tribes who wandered

through the deserts of Arabia (just as the 


cat and the cow were “sacred animals” to 
the Egyptians the pigeon was a sacred ani- 
mal to the Russians and the stork to the 
peasants of Holland and Flanders). And 
when Moses ordered the faithful to abstain 
from pork and ham he merely repeated 
the stipulations of the infinitely older 
“totem-law’ which dictated that no tribe 
which had sworn obediesce to a_  cer- 
tain animal “totem” should ever partake 
of the flesh of said animal and which 
established the idea about certain groups 
of “unclean” animals, which in reality were 
so clean (or holy) that they must not be 
consumed by mere man. 


But all this wisdom will only get you 
into arguments for it belongs to quite a new 
department of science called ‘‘anthropol- 
ogy” or the “psychological study of man” 
(ask your teacher what they mean) and 
although the human race will put up with 
any novelty in the field of sport or fashion, 
it has a positive hatred for new ideas and 
will fight them as bitterly as the poor sol- 
diers of the British Indian army, who would 
not bite their cartridges because they had 
been covered with animal grease which 
forced them into a rebellion which cost the 
lives of hundreds of thousands of their fel- 
low men. : 


As for the totem poles which I show 
you, they are of the usual Alaskan variety 
and they now stand forgotten and deserted 
while their former friends are working in 
the canning factories or are hunting bears 
in the Elysian Fields of the Great Spirit.
